You cnrc if you 
arc ono of the jjparly .40,000,000 Amer- 
icans" who -are beneficiaries of ordin-

000,000 industrial policies, or the 25, 
000 group policies. 


And that begins to get along to al 


most everybody. 


Thc spectacular losses in a pcrioc 


of inflation come to those who have 
money. But on the other hand, sucl 
people 
usually manage 
to wangle 


through it somehow. It is the little 
fellow, the fellow on a small and ih- 
elaslic salary or wage, the fellow with 
the small savings account or insurance 
nest-egg who is swept down into the 
depths of unspectacular misery in t 
run-away inflation. 


Many more people have a stake in 


preserving some kind of stability in 
the relationship between money am: 
the prices of things than ever be- 
fore. Forty-five millions of people now 
have Social Security accounts who 
did not have them a few j«ors ago. 
Such of them as have made over ?250 
a month, for instance, for a period 
of 10 years will, when they reach 
65 years of age, begin to receive 544 
a month until they die. Such a man's 
widow, his unmarried children un- 
der 18, are also in line for bene- 
fits. 


So every man and woman work- 


ing under Social Security has a stake 
in preventing inflation, even though 
many of them are apparently not con- 
scious of it. For if, by the time they 
reach age 65, that $44 a month won't 
buy cigarets, the 
whole 
elaborate 


.scheme [or their protection and se- 
curity collapses jusl when the power 
to earn is also gone. 


That is why every effort must be 


made now to restrain the rising pricc- 
wage cycle. That is why the govern- 
ment is trying to sell Defense Bonds. 
In buying Defense Bonds, you lend 
your actual money to the govern- 
ment, which will pay it back aue; 
10 years with interest. If the govern- 
ment does not get enough money thai 
way, 
il will borrow it from hanks, 


which simply create the credit where 
no money existed before, thus ex- 
panding the currency without adding 
correspondingly to production. That is 
inflation.

arsenate for poisoning bool weevils 
and 
cotton 
leaf worms Oliver L 


Adams, County Agent, makes the fol- 
lowing experiment 
stalion 
recom- 


mendations as substitutes. Powdered 
lead arsenate, 
magnesium arsenate 


zinc arsenate and Paris Green maybe 
substitutes for the calcium arson* 


All of the poisons other than Paris 


Green are used in the same manner 
and strength as calcium arsenate, that 
is each maybe put on full strength or 
mixed with equal part of hydrated 
lime to increase the bulk for dis- 
tribution. The Paris Green has a 
tendency to burn the cotton foliage 
and should be applied in the fol- 
lowing mixture only: one part Paris 
Green, one part flour and four paits 
hydrated lime. This Paris Green mix- 
ture should be applied at the late 
of twelve pounds per acre. 


If a farmer is equiped for spray- 


ing but not for dusting liquid ap- 
plication of poison maybe made. When 
spraying is substiluted for dusting, 
three pounds of lead arsenate of cal- 
cium arsenate should be used in one 
hundred gallons of water. 


White arsenic should never be us- 


ed. Some commercial products maybe

Strange Court

Associate Justice 
to Get a 
Rocking Chair

^WASHINGTON - Around Capital 


When tho Supreme Court recon- 


venes in October, there will be added 
to its furnishings one of the strangest 
articles that the highest judicial body 
of the land has seen in modern limes 
It is new Associate Justice Robert H' 
Jackson s rocking chair. 


When tho new justice came to Wash- 
ngton seven years ago, he brought his 
•ockmg chair with him. In it he 
would sit and rock and read his briefs. 
Us jusl a plain, ordinary rocking 
chair-no fancier than Grandma used 
lo sit and knit in. But up the political 
ladder it went with Mr. Jackson. 
When he was Solicitor General, it wa.s 
m his office and there he would sit 
and rock and read briefs by the hour 
As Attorney General, he did not have 
so much brief reading to do, and the- 
chair went into a little cubby hole 
several rooms removed from dial 
spacious one where he held his con- 
ferences and mapped the policies and 
fights of the justice department.
